* Continuation of 3. NOTE: The cancellation of the term "means" in claim 1, line 3, requires further consideration due to a possible 
change in interpretation of the limitation. Further search is imminent due to the new limitation "a resevoir" in claim 1, which makes the 
limitation broader. Moreover, since the applicant's arguments have raised issue with the interpretation of the term "resevoir" in the Galli, 
Jr. reference, the Examiner is hesitant to allow a change to the wording of the claim, which may require a further search as mentioned 
above. 



Continuation of 13. Other: The Examiner does not agree with the applicant's assertions concerning the rejections. Applicant asserts 
that the finger-operated button actuator 9, 23 in Keene does not satisfy the claim limitations because a slide valve located in the nozzle 9 
is used in combination with the sleeve 23. However, the limitation "finger-operated button actuator" does not preclude a reference from 
having multiple elements form working in concert to cause an amount of shaving aid to flow; therefore, the rejection based upon Keene 
stands. Applicant asserts that element 22 in Galli, Jr. is a tube, and is not a reservoir, based upon "the plain meanings of the terms 'tube 
and reservoir'". The plain meaning of reservoir as defined in Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, Tenth Edition, is as follows: a part 
of an apparatus in which a liquid is held. In light of Merriam-Webster's plain meaning definition, tube 22 certainly is part of the apparatus 
in Galli, Jr., and tube 22 certainly holds water, especially when actuator 44, 50 is in its non-dispensing position as described in column 2, 
lines 29-32. The rejection based upon Galli, Jr. stands. 
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
